A National Department of Health. 
(From Harper's Weekly.) 

Does this country neeg a national de 
partinent of health? This question was 
by ¢ar the most important and certatnly 
it Was of the most general interest of 
all those discussed dufing the summer 
meeting of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, which has 
just closed in Cornell University. The 
initiative in the discussion was taken 
by Prof. J. Pease Norton of the depart- 
ment of economics of Yale. Professor 
Norton maintains that the wastes frem 
G‘sease in the’ United States have pe- 
come so great as to make a nacional 
cepariment of health a necessity. There 
are, indee 10ur Wes'es Ween are che 
imjre lamentable because they are un- 
necessary.

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DUST NUISANCE 
CURSES VIENNA 


Energetic Steps Are Taken 
by Municipality te Se- 
sure Abatement. 


Special Cable. 

Vienna, September steps 
are being taken in Vienna towards mintf- 
mizing the destruction wrought by the 
dust in that city. Vienna is, as ts well 
known, a town perpetually jected to 
strong winds, and, as a consequent re 
sult. to an almost abnormal quantity of 
dust blowing about in the alr. Hitherto 
this has been regarded as a necessary 
evil, one of that otherwise charming 
Katiserstadt’s unforf®hate drawhacks. 
Science; now, however, opines that the 
dust of Vienna is an absolutely unneces- 
sary adjunct, and has agitated against 
the evil until a dust abatement society, 
somewhat similar to the one in Paris, 
has been foung to remedy this germ- 
distributing element. 

Two streets were first chosen by the 
society as object lessons for their ex- 
periments in scientific dust-laying, while 
the collection of refuse from dust holes 
and private dwellings has, under the 
auspices of the society, been performed 
in closed and zir-tight receptacles, from 
which no vestige of the contents can es- 
cape and spread contamrnation. 

Professor Huespe, an authority 
to none upon pulmonary diseases, 
expressed it as his opinion that 
high percentage of suffers from tubercu- 
losis—with its significant local name of 
morbus viennensis—is mainly due to the 
prevalence of strong winds, which tends 
to bring about a perpétwal circulation of 
dust in the atmosphere, and that the 
logical sequence is that to. find some 
means of permanently alilaying the nuts- 
ance wil be the first step in the di- 
rection of improving the general health, 
not only of Vienna, but of all large and 
populous cities.

Relief Is Being Given to One in 
Every Thirty-Seven Persons—In- 
crease of Lunacy Has Kept 
Pace With the Increase 
in Pauperism. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 8.—There 
nearly One million paupers in Eng and 
and Wales on January !, 1906. . The de- 
scription ‘pauper’ is an unpleasant one, 
but it is still used in official documents 
in reference to persons in reecipt of pub- 
liic relief. The actual total, as stated in 
a return issued yesterday by the local 
government board as a parliamentary pa- 
per, is 926,741. 

The numyber of persons in receipt of 
Poor law retief was comparatively high 
throughout the year 1905, but showed 
Some tendency to decrease towards the 
close of the year, and on January |}, 
1905, the aggregate numbers relieved 
in England and Wales were 0.6 per cent. 
lower than on the corresponding day a 
year previously. The position in lLon- 
don was less favorable, the numbers 
in rece'pt of relief beifig very slightly in 
excess of those recorded in the previous 
year, 

The population of England and Wales 
on January |, 1906, cannot be given, 
but it is estimated by the registrar- 
gneral to have been 34,152,977 in the 
midd’e Of the year 1905. ‘Taking this 
as the basis of the calculation, the pro- 
portion which the paupers relieved on 
January |, 1906, mbore to the popula- 
tion amounted to 1! in 37 or 27.] per 
thousand. The «proportion in London, 
with an estimated population of 4,684,- 
794, Was somewhat higher, being one 
in 32 persons or 31.7 per thousand. 
These proportions, however, mark in 
both cases a decrease On those for Janu- 
ary |, !905, amounting to 0.5 1,000 of 
the population for England and Wales 
generally and to 0.! for London. 

The Rural Population. 

It is observed that the counties in 
which pauperism shows the highest in- 
crease in the present, as cOmpared with 
the previous year, are, for the most part, 
counties with a largely rural population; 
While the. counties sh owing the most im- 
portant de¢rease include some of the 
more popu.ous urban of industria] cent- 
res, in which also the increase in pauper- 
ism recorded in 1905 was most notice- 
able. The decrease in the pauperism of 
the urban counties corresponds with the 
improved conditions of em plOyment in the 
principal industries which marked . the 
latter part of 1905. In the building 
trade, however, there was considerable 
lack of employ ment. and the coal-mining 
industry, affecting particularly the dis- 
trects of South Wales and Monmouth 
showed less improvement than others 
In London the numbers of Paupers 
(exclusive of casual and insane paupers) 
in receipt Of relief on January i 1906 
was distributed as follows:

Compared with the correspond- 
ing figures for January !, 1906, there is 
thus a deprease in the formef class of 
5,959, or 4.5 per cent, and an increase 
in the latter of 6,966, or 1.6 per cent.

Spread of Insanity. 

The insane relieved on January | form- 
ed 11.7 per cent of the total pauperism 
of Pngland and Wales.

Berkeley, Cal.—The orbit of the new 
comet, discovered by Kopff at Heidelbers 
August 23 hag been computed at the 
observatory of the Unwersity of Califor- 
nia from thrée observations made at the 
Lick observatory. The 
sults indicate that it will be many months 
before the comet will pass its periheiton, 
the date of periheiiuon passage 
April 23 of next year. ‘the inclination 
of the orbit to the ecliptic is 12 degrees, 
the longitude of thé node 230 degrees, t= 
longitude of the perihelion 97 degrees, the 
¢erihelion distance |.1 astronomical units, 
At the time of the discovery the comet 
was about 312 million miles from the sun 
and 223 million miles.from the earth. By 
Septemlbtr I2 these distances will have 
diminished to 289 million and 200 million 
miles respectively. At its 
proach to the sun in April of mext yer:

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Making Travel More Safe.

If the terms of the investigation are 
met by the carriers in a spirit of 
frankness, it should result in a val- 
vable compilation of statigtics. The 
big trunk lines, with exceptions here 
and there, have installed the block 
system and official and unofficial re- 
ports long ago established its virtue 
as a preventive of collisions of any 
description. Speaking crudely, the 
block system, whether regulated au- 
tomatically by electricity or other- 
wise, divides a line up into a given 
number of “blocks” or intervals. In 
theory, each separate block can be 
accupied by but one train at a time, 
whether the switches are automat- 
ically thrown, clear signals shown or 
written orders conveyed by an! op 
erator to insure the enfotcement of 
the rule. 

It can be readily seen that if the 
plan worked out invariably in accord- 
ance with the theory, collisions would 
become a thing of the past and that 


the only source of accidents would - 


be those of derailment, obstructions 
on the right of way, a collapse of 
bridges or trestles, physical impair- 
ment of the roadbed or a breakdown 
in rolling stock. Where the system is 
worked automatically—that is, where 
mechanical contrivances make it im- 
possible for two trains to occupy the 
same block simultayeously-—the pos- 
sibility of accident brought to the 
lowest minimum p<ssible with human 
ingenuity. It is wh}re the system par- 


tially depends w' human coopera- 


tion, as is still jargely the case, that | 


smoortentiles for casualties creep in 


abundantly. 

It has often been charged that the 
railroads of the country are abnor- 
mally negligent where the safety of 
their patrons is concerned, preferring 
to avoid the expense and inconve- 
nience of the apparatus here described 
or-of double tracking. It is at the 
same time undeniable that public 
opinion, roused by successive trage- 
dies of appalling description, has so 
crystallized as to force the carriers 
into the gradual adoption of safe- 
guards calculated to lessen the haz- 
ard to human life. With a country 
containing the tremendous mileage of 
the United States, the progress of 
these reforms has, necessarily, been 
slow and, apparently, unsatisfactory. 

The temper of the nation, however, 
as expressed through congress, the 
press and the various state legisla- 
tures, is of so unequivocal a nature 
that there are strong grounds for the 
belief that within the next five years 
the use of automatic safeguards will 
be all but universal.

Wellman’s Postponement. 
There is some inclination in the 
press to criticize the action of Walter 
Wellman, the polar explorer, in defer- 
ring his attack upon the arctic re- 
gions until next year. Wellman’s rea- 
son, that of defects, which he has dis- 
covered in the machinery of his air- 
ship, does not seem to satisfy those 
to whom his plan does not appeal, 
and there is a tendency to attribute 
his change of course to misgivings re- 

garding his chances of succeSt 
Newspaper readers who are famil- 
iar with the cool courage and deter- 


mination of the man will not share in 


a view which reflects upon these qual- 
ities. Wellman long ago realized the 
dangers of the precarious enterprise 


upon which he elected to embark. He 


had before him the tragic fate of An- 
dree, who made an attempt at the pole 
via the balloon route, and who van- 
ished as completely and finally after 
leaving civilization as though himeelf, 
his apparatus and his crew had been 
absorbed by an earthquake. Wellman 
knew that the odds were heavily 


against him in the aerial method of 
attempting to solve this problem of 
the ages, and that the slim chance of

While he 
has expressed himself very optimist- 
ically regarding the issue of his plans, 
he has at no tinte ignored its sinister 
possibilities.

And, after all, since the mission 
vpon which he is engaged has waited 
for all these centuries, another year 
c{ postponemegt can hardly prejudice 
its percentage of success. The expi- 
ration of twelve menths will find him 

etter fitted in equipment and more 
mature in designs. And the world will 
be even more eager and. enthusiastic 
over his venture at that time than it 
is at present. 

Heyburn a Back Number. 

Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, is, we 
fear, an old fogy. The congressional 
directory shows him a conaratively 
young man as years go, and his life 
has been spent in the booming and 
boundless west, where old fogy idezs 
are not supposed to get foothold; but 
what other term will adequately de- 
ecribe the attitude of a man who 
makes bold to hold that “the adminis- 
tration has no right to have a policy 
except as stated in the statutes.” 

And thts about Mr. Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration, too! 

No policy? What’s the man think- 
ing about, anyway? Where has he 
been keeping himself during the past 
five years that he does not under 
stand it to be the business of the ad- 
ministration to have a “policy’’ upon 
everything in this world and the 
‘next? " 

What fs a ruler for if he is not to 
regulate according to his own “poli- 
cies” the affairs of his people? Should 
he wait for statutes of congress be- 
fore reforming the spelling or regu- 
lating the birth-rate of those whose 
destinies have been entrusted to his 
keeping? 

None but an old fogy living in the 
atmosphere of the Washington-Lin- 
coln-Cleveland-McKinley days would 
harbor guch peculiar ideas about ad- 
ministration policies as those ex- 
presses by Senator Heyburn. 

But the Idaho genator’s offense 

swells doubly high toward heaven 
since he makes bold to attack a policy 
very close to Mr. Rooseveilt’s own 
heart. This is the administration’s at- 
titude towgrd forestry--whose special 
oneere Gifford Pinchot, one of 
the best tennis players of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s official household. To take is- 
sue with Gifford is little short of lese 
majesty . 
) No tennis player in the land knows 
quite so much about«forestry as does 
Gifford. Alford Cooley may know 
more about civil service, Jimmy Gar- 
field may know more about immunity 
baths; but of the administration ex- 
perts who “thirty-love” about the 
white house courts, none knows so 
much about trees as does the presi- 
dent’s forester—always and in each 
instance excepting the president him- 
self. He knows everything that is to 
be known, and has his firm convic- 
tions about the unknowable. 

As for forestry, Theodore has 
chopped down real trees in imitation 
of Gladstone, Gifford has learned his 
trees from books. Between them they 
have, of course, evolved a policy—the 
“administration policy” of Senator 
Heyburn’s attack. We do not know 
exactly what this policy is, but it 
seems to involve setting apart as 
regal forests certain lands in the west 
which hard-fisted and horny-handed 
sons of toil would like to take up 
under the homestead act and mining 
laws, to settle upon them and develop 
them.. Senator Heyburn-. evidently 
sides with the hard-fisted and horny- 
handed, for he has the temerity to 
pronounce Mr. Pinchot’s theories about 
forests as “nonsense.” 

“Forestry,” declares the Idaho sen- 


ator, “has been fostered as a policy 


to uphold the leisurely, lazy dignity of 
monarchs!” ° 

Which may be true—and may not. 
We do not propose to be drawn into 
petty contrqversy. For in our opinion, 
the merits of that dispute which dis- 
rupted the irrigation congress at 
Boise pale into insignificance beside 
the spectacle of a senator—and a re- 
publican senator, at that—preaching 
the doctrine that this administration 
must submit to being fettered by stat- 
utes; that it should have no “poli- 
cies.”’ 

Why, it is the proudest boast of 
Rresident Roosevelt that his people 
are assured of some new policy for 
every nickel that is dropped in the 
slot!

State Committee, It Is Said, Will Take That Action 
Wednesday---Meeting of Candidates Held, But 
No Action Taken---State Capitol Gossip. 


HE new state democratic executive 
T eommittee will meet at the Pied- 
mont hotel, in Atlanta, next Wed- 
nesday at noon, under call issued by 
Chairman A. L. Miller, of Macon, for 
the purpose of taking action regarding 
the nomination of candidates for the 


state court Of appeals. 

There appears to be no doubt about the 
fact that the state committee wil] call 
a primary for nominaions for judges of 
the court of appeais to be held October 
3, the same day as the regular state 
election. This was practically announced 
as a fact yesterday by parties who 4s- 
sert they are in a position to know 
something about what will be done. 

It is stated the executive committee 
will make a request of the managers In 
the regular election tO keep separate boxes | 
for this primary, and the expense, which 
under these circumstances will be small, 
will doubtiess be borne by the candi- 
dates. 

The amendment creating the state 
court of appeals will, it is expected, be 
ratified in the general election on the 
same day. Then the nominees for judges 
of the court of appeals will be regularly 
elected at the election for congressmen, 
which willl take giace early in Novem- 
ber. 

Candidates Take No Action. 

Fourteen of the twenty-five or more, 
candidates for judgeships on the state | 
court of appeals met in the library Of 
the state supreme court yesterday, in 
response to. call, and, after variously 
discussing the matter for about an hour, 
adjourned without taking any action. 

It was, as one of those present remark- 
ed, a unique meeting. Seldom 4 Op- 
posing candidates for an office et jin 
convention to determine upon some 
agreeable and harmonious course of ac- 
tion, for that wag considered to be the 
object of the meeting, both as to the 
proposed constitutional amendment and 
as to the method of nominating cand!- 
dates, 

The views of those present were found 
to be somewhat conflicting, and, after 
several propositions had been made and 
rejected, it was finally decided, upon 
motion of Ben Hill, to adjourn, thus 
leaving the matter exactly where it 
stOod before the meetings, so far as, 
the candidates are concerned. 

Theré was one thing upon which the 
candidates present were unanimous, and 
that was that the constitutional amend- 
ment providing for the new court should 
be ratified. Individually, each of those 
present pledged his simpport to the. 
amendment, and stated he would do all. 
possible to influence friends and ac-, 
quaintances to vote for it. 

Judge A. L. Miller, of Macon, chairman 
of the state democratic executive com- | 
mittee, though invited, was not present 
at the meeting. He sent the following 
letter, which explains itse!f:

When Notes Are Payable. 

Much interest is felt throughout the 
state in the Calvin note bill which was 
passed by the general assembly at the 
recent session. 

The bill in question prescribes the time 
when notes at bank are payable in the 
event they should fall due on Sunday or 
on a holiday. ; 

Under the old law that class of notes 
was payable on the preceding day. Under 
the Calvin bill, which became a law Au- 
ust 2/3, by approval of the government, 
such notes will be payable on the suc- 
ceeding ddy. 

The new law is not retroactive. It does 
not affect notes made previous to Au- 
gust 21, 1906. The old law controls them; 
they are, as heretofore, payable on the 
day which immediately precedes Sunday 
or a holiday. 

Notes made on the date mentfoned and 
subsequently will come ynder the new 
law and be payable on the business day 
succeeding Sunday or a holiday.

German-Bohemian Quarrel. |

Bohemia, but today the Germane' 
and Bohemians have separate schools and | 
except where business interests compel 
it, neither learn the language of the! 
other. So strong is the feeling that a, 
Bohemian desiring to master the German 
language would, if financially able, study 
it outside of Bohemia in preference to 
attending a German schgol in his own 
country. 

It is a great misfortune to the people | 
of Hungary and Bohemia as well as to 
the imperial government that this hos-} 
tility to the German language has be-! 
come so bitter, for the German is one 
of the great languages of the earth, be- 
ing the spoken tongue of more than 50,- 
000,000 and containing in printed form 
most of the literary treasures of the 
world. The German libraries are rich in 
treatises on science and art, history and 
philosophy, government and religion, and 
these should be within the reach of the 
people: of Hungary and Bohemia. What- 
ever may be the merits of the Magyar 
and the Czech languages, they are| 
spoken by so few, comparatively, that 
they cannot possibly furnish so large 
a store of learning as the German lan- 
guage contains. 


Hapsburg Empire Cannot Last. 

The Austrian government, however, 
has itself to blame for the estrangement, 
for, instead of attempting to win the af- 
fections of the alien people made subject 
to it, it attempted to coerce them—with 
the usual result. Resentment toward the 
rulers soon turned into resentment to- 
ward the language, and it became patri- 
otic to abhor a tongue which !t would 
have been advantageous to cultivate. Hu- 
man nature is the same everywhere, but 
kings seem to be as ignorant of ft a@ 
they are of the lessoms of history.

Bohemia Not Insignificant. 


The tle which holds Canada, Australia 
end New Zealand to England is infinitely 
stronger than that which binds Hungary 
and Bohemia to the Austria-Hungary 
throne. And why? Not because they use 
the same language, for the American 
colonies wrote the Declaration of Inde. 
pendence in the same tongue that George 
the Third employed. wanada, Australia 
and New Zealang are loyal to Eng- 
land, because England allows them to 40 
as they please. If a British parliament 
acteq toward these colonies as the im- 
perial government acts toward Hungary 
and Bohemia, even a common language 
and a common history could not prevent 
a separation. ‘There is a scattering that 
increaseth,’’ says So.omon. “and a with- 
holding of more than is meet, but itt 
tendeth to ‘penury.’’ The proverb can be 
applied to governagents, and .Francis 
Joseph might considtr it’ with profit. 

It must be remembered that Bohemia 
is no insignificant part of the empire. 
It has an area ro 20,0000 square miles 
and a popplation of more than 6,000,000, 
and ig rich in minerals and in manufac- 
tures. It is noted for glass works, Bo- 
hemian glass heaving a world-wide repu- 
tation. It has important textile indus- 
tries also, and its agriculture has been 
carried to a high state of perfection. I 
has played a conspicuous part in the hiss 
tory of central Europe, is rich in heroes 
and possesses a strong national spirit.

Prague, its capital city, has long been 
an “educational center and is still the 
seat of its intellectual as well as its 
politicial life. There is a very complete 
industrial school at the capital which 
contributes in no small degree to the 
country’s prominence in manufacturing. 
Just now Bohemia is the mecca for vio- 
linists, America contributing her quota 
of students.

The Hradschin and the public buildings 
surrounding the Hradschiner Platz are 
of historic interest, as Is also the old 
Jewish burying ground. 

Our American counsul a; Prague, Mr. 
Ledoux, has inaugurated a very praise- 
worthy index system for the callection 
and preservation of information of value 
to importers and exporters. He has con- 
verted one room of the consular office 
into a reading room where American 
trade papers are kept for the business 
public and where a list of American ex- 
porters with a description of their wares 
may bt examined by those desiring to pur- 
chase. It is an application of the public 
library system to trade, and struck me 
as likely to be of value in increasing our 
sales. 

Carlsbad is only a few hours’ ride from 
Prague, and I took advantage of that 
facf to visit it. It is built along the 
narrow and winding valley of the Tepl, 
and is nearly 1,200 feet above the sea. 
I; has been a health resort for some 
Six or seven @@nturies, and is now visit- 
ed yearly by more than 50,000 invalids. 
The water is hot, and the nvymMmerous 
springs seem to come from a common 
reservoir. The principal spring, called 
the Sprudel, has a temperature of 164 
degrees and contains sulphate of soda, 
carbonate of soda and common galt. The 
solid substances deposited by the water 
s00n form into a very hard rock which 
takes a polish like marble. These. de- 
posits gather so0 rapidly that all pipes 
leading from the springs, and even the 
springs themselves, must be frequently 
cleaned or they would soon be choked 
up. 

Liver complaint is the disease which 
brings most of the visitors to Carlsbad, 
and I was surprised to find that, in- 
stead of being a fashionable resort, @ 
large majority of. the people who assem- 
“ile here are of the middle classes.

Woman's wosition in our country ts not | 
only vastly superfor to ‘her position In 
Asia. but very much better than the 
position of the average woman in con ti- 
nental Europe. 


‘Wonders of Vienna, 

Vienna {ts not only the capital of the 
Austria-Hungarian empire. but {8 one 
of the great citiee of Europe. Tt is 
worth visiting for its architecture alone, 
Its public buildings combining massive- 
ness and grace. It is also rich 4n mon- 
uments and statuary and’ well supplied 
with drives, parks and places of amuse- 
ment. The boulevards are lined with 
restaurants, each with qa large vard 
filled with tables and chairs, the re- 
freshments being served in the open air 
the summer months, These 


on Sunday efternoon, families often 
brining their lunch baskets and buying 
their coffee or beer at the restaurants. 

The coffee houses, as they are found 
In Vienna, deserve mention. These are 
scattered all over the city and are verv 
popu'¢r. iNewspapers are usually kept 
on file and the eustomers reed the 
events of the day while they sup thier 
coffee or beer. 

Vienna is a musical center. and its 
fheaters are. not surpassed anywhere, 
We attended a production of “Faust” 
there, a French opera built upen Go- 
ethe's great drama, and found the the. 
ater constructed with a special view to 
the accommodation of a large orchestra. 
Nor is it etrange that music should 
be so distinguishing a feature of Vien- 
nese life when ft is remembered that it 
was the home of Strauss, of Haydn, of 
Mozart, not to speak of a number of } 
lesser lights. i 

Vienna is also famous for {ts educa. 
tional institutions. Its university has 
an honorable record of more than. five 
centuries, ard its medical college ia at- 
tended by students from every land. 


Municipal Ownership in Vienna. 
Vienna {s also an example in the mat- 
ter of municipal ownership, it having 
gone beyond all the other citles on the 
continent in the taking over of what 
are known as the natural monopolies, 
Tt finds it not only possible to own and 
Operate its waterworks. lighting plants 
and tramways, but it finds & profitable 
to do so, the profits which under private 
ownership go to the stockholders ac- 
cruing in Vienna to the whole people. 
So succesful is municipal ownership in 
practice that opposition to the principle 
has ‘been silenced. Those ( who in the 
United States are struggling in spite of 
the influence \of organized wealth ex- 
erted through) subsidized newspapers, 
corrupted couficils and sometimes even 
through a biased judiciary, to regtore 
the streets of our citles to the public, 
can find encouragement in Vienna’s ex- 
perience. The confifet can have but 
one end, namely, triumph for municipal} 
ownership. “Sorrow may endure for a 
night, but joy cometh in the morning.” 
Austria-Hungary has a well developed 
system of forestry; I noticed this on 
a former visit, and made inquiries about 
it this time. There isa law com"ling 
the planting of a tree whenever one 
cut down, and, not content with main- 
taining the pra@sent number, the de- 
muded hills are being replanted. It 
seems difficult to turn public attention 
to any subject until some abuse hes 
made action imperative, but the sooner 
Our country awakes to the Ganger in- 
volved in the destruction. of our §titm- 
ber, the less we shall be compelled to 
suffer for the enormous waste com- 
mitted in our forests. 
Buildings for American Embassies. 
I have been intending for some time 
to speak of the matter of permanent 
buildings for our embassies, and Vienna 
is a case In point. Our embassador at 
Vienna, Mr. Francis, has had difficulty 
in finding a suitable place for the em- 
bassy. I discussed the subject during 
my former visit abroad, and my obser-

owes it to itself as wel 
represenatives to purchase or 
of the foreign capitals a 
nent embassy building. 

At present each new ambassador or 
minister must begin his official career 
with a house-hunting expedition, and 
the local landlords, knowing this, are 
quick to take advantage of the situa- 
tion. At one place an American ambas- 
sador was recently asked to pay double 
what his predecessor has paid, and as he 
was not willing to do this, he is still liv- 
ing at a hotel. There are not many suit- 
able building, from which to select, and 
our representative is at the mercy of 
those who control the limited supply. 
Diplomatic requirements are such that 
the embassy must be centrally located 
and sufficiently commodious to enable 
the ambassador or minister to return the 
courtesies which he receives. Small 
apartments are numerous, and there are* 
a few palaces which can be rented, Sut 
the former are not large enough and 
the latter much larger than necessary. 

Our government, ought to own 4 
building conveniently located ang suit- 
able for the offices and home of the 
ambassador. It must either do this or 
choose between two systems both of 
which are bad,. viz., compel the repre- 
sentative to spend more than his Salary 
for house rent or continually increase 
the salary of diplomatic representatives 
to keep pace with the growing rent in 
the capital4é of the world. To throw the 
burden upon the government's represen- 
tative is undemocratic; to rigk constant- 
ly increasing rent is false economy. it 
is not in harmony with our theory of 
government to have an important branch 
of the public service open to rich men 
only, and that is the case under the 
present system. No poor man can af- 
ford to accept an appointment as an 
American minister or ambassador to any 
of the principal countries of Europe, and 
as the years go by, the expense of a 
diplomatic residence will become greater 
as the value of urban property increases, 
While the telegraph and the cable have 
somewhat decreased the responalbility of 
the foreign representative by bringing 
him into closer contact with the home 
government, still much depends upon the 
ability, the sagacity and the discretion of 
those ‘whom we send abroad. Our gov- 
ernment ought to De In a position to se- 
lect from the whole citizen body those 
most competent for the work to be en- 
trusted to them, and it goes without say- 
ing that efficiency in the public service 
is not measured by the amount of money 
which an official has either inherited or 
accumulated,

Battleship Louisiana’s Dynamos te 
Be Rearranged. 

Washington, September 8.—The Louls- 
liana, designated as “the most medern 
battle ship,’’ which is now undergoing 
her ‘shaking down’’ process, has been 
obliged to steam slowly because of of) 
in the boilers. It is a condition of affairs 
that has afflicted a number Of other naval 
vessels, and alterationg have been made 
in the machinery to obviate the diff—i- 
culty. It seems curious that oil should 
get into the boilers of a ship, and the 
explanation is that the dynamo engines 
are responsible. These engines are run 
the entire twenty-four hours of the day, 
and are lubricated by a spray of oil, 
This spray gets mixed with the steam 
that is sent into the condenser, and is 
thus returned to the boilers, where it 
floats upOn the top of the water in @ 
scum, which seriously interferes with 
the main engines of the ship.

THE WEBK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, September 8.—The stock 
market has contended tis week with 
the disadvantage of the stringent moneys 
market and has made headway against 
it. but in an irregular and halting man- 
ner.

They will nave the 
cheapest possible freight, particularly if 
they succeed, as they are now trying fo 
do. in driving aome of the English Bhip- 
ping lines out of the Northern Pacific 
waters. Even when the lesser efficiency 
of Japanese mill nands is allowed for, 
labor costs much less at Osaka than at 
Oldham. Already Japanese shirtings are 
undersellin American goods of appa- 
rently similar quality in Manchuria by 
about 30 per cent.’ Cheapness here Is 
bound to tell, and cheannets lies with 
the Japanese.

Father Francis Xavier 
Wernse was born at Rothweil, Wurtem- 
burg, on December 25, !862, and at the 
age of IS years entered the society of 
which he today was chosen the head. 
After a long course of preparatory work 
he took up the gstudy.of canon law at 
Dittan hall and in (883 received an ap- 
pointment as professor in the Gregorian 
university. He also has been fector of 
the university since 1904. In 1897 Father 
Wernes began the publication of a series 
of books dealing with the most profound 
questions of canon law. Four volumes 
of this work already have been published. 
It is predicted that the choice of Father 
Wernse as general will result in the in- 
sertion of new life into the organization. 
He is recognized in church circles as a 
progressive man, of present day ideas and 
extremely energetic.

“The reports that are being sent out 
over the country with reference to any 
forecast of the yield of the present crop 
dy 
The committees did not make up any sta- 
tistica; crop report because it regarded 
it as too early in the season to under- 
take to make an estimate on the yielc. 
The committee, however, was thoroughly 
satisfied from the information submitted 
by different committeemen from the va- 
rious states, based upon fairly accurate 
data which they had gathered, that a 
heavy deterioration has taken place in 
the fruitage of the crop throughout the 
belt during the past two weeks, and the 
committee was well satisfied that the 
yield of the crop this season would be 
under the private estimates which are 
now being issued. Later in the season, 
the association will gather full and com- 
plete data with reference to the probable 
yield of the crop and issue it for the 
benefit of the members of the associa- 
tion. the only thing that the committee 
is ..oroughly agreed on at the present 
is that no cotton, basis middling, should 
be placed on the market and sold for less 
than 10 cents per pound, and the entire 
cotton growers of the south are appealed 
to for the purpose of moving the crop 
slowly and thereby reducing the supply 
to such an extent in the near future that 
the demands of the mills will continue 
the advance ‘- the minimum price of 10 
cents, as fixed by the committee.”

Bees That Burrow in the Ground. 


(From Harper's Magazine.) 
The burrowing bees are commonly 
rankeq with solitary insects. Certainly 


communities, like honey bees. . But one 
might venture to call ;hem ‘‘neighborly 
insects,” for they love to make their cav- 
ernous hermitages in well-peopled neigh- 
borhoods., 

Their burrow site are preferably upon 
hard, dry sfots, with a bit of slope, 
maybe. Therein the mother will sink a 
shaf+ eight or ten inches deep and about 
three-eights of an inch wide. On either 
side she will dig out small ovate cells, 
five or six ip all, which she duly provil- 
sions ang suppHes with an egg apiece. 

The burrows are about the bigness of 
the occupant and extend inward for a 
foot or so with sundry enlargements, 
after the fashion of their kind, wherein 
the young are bred. In the height of the 
season these bee neighborhoods are the 
scene of a busy life. The air resounda 
with the hum of wings as the insects fly 
to and fro on parental dutieg bent, plen- 
ishing their nurseries with pollen and 
honey of the flowers. But just inside 
each burrow gate an interesting phase cf 
insect life goes on. Beyond the gateway, 
which is about the length of the bee, 
there rises a vestibule—a tiny expansion 
of the burrow—whose use soon appears. 
Just within the gateway, with face to- 
ward the opening, one of the housekeep- | 
ers, now the male and now the female, 
but oftener the former, keeps constantly 
on guard. And great need there is for 
guch gentry duty; for insect rogues and 
thieves besiege the doors to plunder the | 
eontents of the nurseries or infect them 
with parasitic eggs. 

Here, then, we see the male on sentry | 
duty,, hig body blocking up the gateway 
and hig rounded head closing up the en- 
trance. When his.mate comes home with 
her bee basket full, the guard backs into} 
the vestibule, which is large enough to 
aliow the assing of the female, and re-— 
turns to hig post. A _ loving welcome | 
awaits the incomer; for the doorkeeper 
with open mandibles and waving anten- 
nae, the apian style of embrace, greets . 
his partner right joyously. Thus the 
goud mistresses of our homes and their 
maids at the back gate are not the only 
order of housekeeping creatures that ex- 
change kisses at ones doorweys.

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How ‘Horses Are Taught. 


(From The Kansas Clty Star.) 

Bud Gorman, equestrian diréctor of 
Adam Forepaugh-Sells _Brothers’ circus, 
believes that instinct is at the bottom of 
all the tricks a horse learns. 

“Just as he eats from instinct, he learns 
tricks,’ said Mr. Gorman recently. 
“Usually the eating fis at the bottom of 
his entire education. He does things, 
for the most part, because he gets somo- 
thing good to eat after the doing. ft 
is his natural search after food that 
makes him do them, just as ®@he paws 
away the snow to get at the grass. After 
a while the action becomes habit, and we 
will say he is ‘broken.’ 

“There never was anything to break. 
His instincts were simply set in motion. 
Some men take months to teach a horse 
ihe simplest trick, and weeks to make 
him bridle-wise. In a week I can have 
the some horse responding easily to my 
directions in simple tricks. It isn’t the 
horse; it is the trainer. Some men ex- 
ercise an influence over animals which 
is almost hypnotic.

The Yacht Wannssee De- 
feats Caramba and 
Auk. 


Marblehead, Mass., September 8.—In a 
hard-fought contest over a windward 
and leeward course, the German yacht 
Wannssee, representing the Wannssee 
Sailing Club, of Kiel, Germany, won to- 
day’s race, the fOurth of the series for 
the Roosevelt cup. It was a glorious 
contest, most of the time between the 
visitor and. the American yacht Auk. 
The latter was beaten out for second 
piace on the fina] run to the finish line 
by the American boat Caramba. The 
honors won by the Wannssee' were les- 
sened only. by the fact that the American 
yacht Vim, twicé a victor in the three 
previous races, withdrew from today's 
contest because she fouled the Caramba 
on the starting line. Nevertheless, the 
Wannssee demonstrated that she was a 
very fast boat in the prevailing .condi- 
tions. Her victory over.the Auk was 
not in any way due to a fluke, 

The Wannssee was better ‘handled by 
Herr Protzen than in any race she has 
sailed here; she held closer to the wind 
than any of the faster contestants for 
the cup. 

The German yacht was given a mag- 
nificent ovation when she crossed the. 
finish line. The German crew and all 
their countrymen who are here were 
immensely pleased at the outcome, and 
Captain Hebbinghaus, the naval] attache 
of the German embassy, sent a cab'e 
dispatch to Prince Henry of Prussia an- 
nouncing the victory.

Simple Tests for Pure Coffee. 


(From The Literary Digest.) 

From a monograph by W. D. Bigelow 
and Burton J. Howard, published by the 
(United States department of agriculture, 
aeiving tests for the detection of sub- 
Jtances used as preservatives or adulter- 
ants of foodstuffs, we extract the follow- 
ing simple physical tests for coffee, as 
quoted in the National Druggist: 

‘The difference between the genuine 
ground coffee ang the adulterated article 
can often be detected by simple inspec- 
tion with the naked eye. This is parti.:- 
Wiarly true if the product be coarse'y 
crushed rather than finely ground. [rt 
such condition pure coffee has a quite 
uniform appearance, whereas the mix- 
tures of meas, beans, cereals, chicory, 
ete., often disclose their heterogen:2ous 
Nature to the careful observer. This: is 
particularly true if a magnifying glass ne 
employed. The different articles compos- 
ing the mixture may then be separated 
by the point of a penknife. The dark, 
gummy-looking chicory particles stand 
out in strong contrast to the other sub- 
stances used, and their nature can. be 
determined by one who is familiar with 
them by their astringent taste. 

“The appearance of the coffee particles 
is also quite distinct from that of many 
of the coffee substitutes employed. The 
coffee has a dull surface, whereas some 
of its substitutes, ‘especially leguminous 
products, often present the appearance 
of having a polished surface. 

“After a careful inspection of the sam- 
ple with the naked eye, or, better, with 
a magnifying glass, a portion of it may 
be placed in a small bottle half full of 
water and shaken. The bottle is ther 
placed on the table for a moment. Pure 
coffee contains a large amount of oll, by 
reason of which the greater portion of 
the sample will float. All coffee subz‘t- 
tutes and some particles of coffee sink 
to the bottom of the liquid. A fair ides 
of the purity. of the sample can often 
be determin‘td by the proportion of thea 
sample which floats or sinks. 

“Chicory contains a substance whith 
dissolves in water, imparting a brownish- 
red colcr. When the suspected sample, 
therefore, is dropped into a glass of wa- 
ter, the grains of chicory which it con- 
tains may be seen siowly sinking to the 
bottom, leaving a train of dark-brown- 
colored liquid behind them. . This test 
appears to lead ‘tO more errors in the 
hands of inexperienced operators tha. 
any other test here given. Wrong con- 
clusions may be avoided by working first 
with Known samples of coffee and chic- 
ory as sugwWested above. 

“Many ‘coffee substitutes are. now sold 
as such and -are advertised as mor: 
wholesome than coffee, Notwithstanding 
the claims that are made for them a few 
of them contain a considerable percen:- 
age of coffee. This may be determined 
by shaking a teaspoonful in a bottle ‘half 
full of water, as descrived above, The 
bottle must be thoroughiy shaken'so rg 
to: wet every. particle of the sample. Very

TO CHILDREN’S GOVERNESS +

ONDON, September 8.—That the 
g home life of Henry Wadsworth 

Longfellow was an uncommonly 
happy one is generally known, but a new 
and interesting glimpse of the relations 
of the great American poet with his chii- 
dren is given by a series of Longfellow 
letters which has just been purchased by 
Messrs. Henry Sotheran & Co., the Lon- 


don book sellers and autograph dealers. 
The correspondence was written to a 


Miss H. Davis, of Ware cottage, Lyme; 


Regis; Dorset, who was for ten years 
governess in lLongfellow’s family in 
America, and who, the poet’ says, “‘faith- 
fully looked after and carefully educated 
my three daughtérs.’’ Throughout the 
letters, which have never heretofore been} 
published, Longfellow continually refers’ 
to “the little ones,"’ and in many of the’ 
passages there are real touches of deep 
feeling. 

For instance,. in a letter from Cam- 
bridge on June !7, 1862, Longfellow says: 

“Charley has gone to town, Erny is in’ 
bed, Alice is. practicing our pianoforte 
and I stand writing at this desk.” How 
natural it all seems, but how dreary to 
me is this bright, cool June day.’’ 

This. last sentence is mournfully Iinter- 
esting. In the year 186! Longfellow lost 
his wife, whose dress caught alight in his 
own house. She was burnt to death and 
the poet’s “dreariness’” spoken of in the! 
letter undoubtedly referred to his sad. 
loss. 

Longfellow’s deep and abiding love for 
his children, of whom he wrote of as 

“Grave Alice and laughing Allegro 

And Edith with the golden hair,” 
is shown in this letter as in others. 
Says: 

“Erny is very feverish and ill this 
morning.. If he feels better toward noon 
on Dr. Wyeman thinks lightly of the mat- | 
ter I shall take Alice with me to Port-| 
land this afternoon and bring the little! 
ONe back tomorrow afternoon.® 

The “‘Erny’’ referred to is now Ernest. 
Wadsworth Longfellow, a well-known ar- 
tist in New York. 

Writing from Nahant in 
States, on July 24,° 1665, 
says:

Longfellow had a love for British 
patriotism. In a letter to .Miss Davis on 
October 15, 1860, from Cambridge, he 
says: ' 

“It would be a thousand pities if such 
a true and loyal Briton as you are 
should not have a sight of your prince. 
So I write to say that you will have a 
chance to see him on Thursday. He will 
pass down Beacon street on horseback to 
review some troops on the common, and 
you, from a balcony window, can wave 
your handkerchief and say in your heart 
‘God bless him!’ ’’ 

All these. letters were written in Long- 
fellow’s. plain, scholarly hand and 
signed, “Yours truly, Henry W.. Longfel- 
low.”’ 

With the letters Messrs. Sotheran 
bought a number of little slips of paper, 
covered with writing scribbled with pen- 
cil in the handwriting of the author of
